Billings, Mon., Jane 38.—A big conn- 
cli of Crow Indians wa* held at Crow 
agency, this county, May 31, at which 
United States Inspector Tinker, Stenog­ 
rapher Dickson and Agent Becker were 
present. 
Head Chiefs Plenty Cows and 
Spotted Hor«*e did the talking for the 
Indian-, a full representation of the 
tribe also being present. 
The chiefs 
dumbfounded Mr. Tinker by preferring 
charges of corruption against all govern­ 
ment employes ow the reservation, and 
demanding their instant removal. 
The 
charges are directed against the Indian 
school superintendent and the chief 
clerk at the agency, Ditch Inspector 
Walter A. Graves and all subordinates 
employed in whatever position on their 
land. 
An irrigating ditch on tho reservation 
is in tho oourse of construction. 
It has 
cost in the neighborhood of #400,000. 
It 
is not more than half finished, and the 
Indians demand that no more monev be 
appropriated for its building. 
They de- 
maud immediate expulsion from the 
reservation of all white men now graz­ 
ing cattle and the termination of their 
leases. 
The Indians own about 8,000,- 
000 acres of the finest valley laud in the 
state, and they demand that the great 
father pay them #20,000 with which to 
stock their range with cattle and sheep, 
in order that they may go into the cat­ 
tle business on an extensive scale. They 
demand that all places now filled by 
white men on the reservation be given 
to competent Indians. 
Proceedings were forwarded to Wash­ 
ington, and it is said orders have been 
received at the agency to carry out the 
Indians’ request in every particular 
July I. 
TI is will cause consternation 
among the big cattle companies, who 
have thousands of head of cattle and 
sheep on the r**.-j©rvation, and count on 
renewal of their leuses Julv I, when all 
except two expire.
